Air and Sunshine 
In Tuberculosis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D. 


IN MY articles on the cam­ 
paign against tuberculosis pub­ 
lished during the last few weeks 
and aimed directly a t helping the 
sale of the Christm as seals of the 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


National Tuberculosis Society, I 
have dealt mainly with the lung 
form of the disease. Tuberculosis, 
however, affects other parts of the 
body—skin, bones, the kidneys and 
the eyes. 
In discussing the treatm ent of 
tuberculosis of the lungs I said 
th at the modern idea was th a t 
surgical collapse is the most im­ 
portant item in treatm ent — and 
that rest and open air and climate 
and sunlight upon which we de­ 
pended entirely in other days, 
while they still should be used as 
adjunct methods, are not consid­ 
ered as of such prim ary import­ 
ance now aday a. 


Scholarly Book 


This, of course, dots not apply 
to the other forms of tuberculosis 
and I am reminded by the receipt 
of a scholarly book by Dr. Edgar 
Meyer, of Cornell University Med­ 
ical College, on Radiation and Cli­ 
matic Therapy In AU Forms Of 
Tuberculosis, of the obligation to 
give sunlight and artificial sun­ 
light and climata their proper 
credit. 


The teachings of the Swiss phy­ 
sician, Roilier, in the treatm ent 
of bone and joint tuberculosis es­ 
pecially have tended to be forgot­ 
ten. His sanitarium in the Swiss 
Alps always showed the spectacle 
of children out in the o.'en air ex­ 
posed to the bright sunlight prac­ 
tically naked with nothing but a 
loin cloth while snow was all over 
th* ground and they were skiing 
and tobogganing or snowballing 
each other, or, if too sick to be 
athletic, sitting on the sidelines 
and enjoying the fun. 
Roilier made practical applica­ 
tion of the old catch question the 
anatomy examiners used to ask— 


“W hat is the largest organ of the 
human body?” The answer w as— 
“The skin.” He used to say that 
those of us who consider ourselves 
members of W estern civilization 
regard with complacent superi­ 
ority the way other people mal­ 
treat their bodies—for instance, 
the Chinese women’* deforming of 
their feet, yet entirely forget the 
insults we heap on the skin, this 
most im portant of our organs. We 
smother it with clothing, we chok* 
it with overheated houses, we de­ 
prive it of air and sunlight. 


Air snd Sun 


The sight of Rollier’s little pa­ 
tients out in the cold winter sun­ 
shine perfectly comfortable with 
nothing on w a s enough to encour­ 
age one to accept hi* point of 
view.

“Even if it had no other func­ 
tion than the prevention of colds, 
sun bathing would be worthwhile,” 
according to Dr. Peters. If some

Why not? Some say we are afraid 
of offending Russia, or know it 
would not do any good, but should 
we then not also be "afraid” of of­ 
fending B ritain? Does this not 
prove there is something wrong 
with our thinking on these m at­ 
ters? Is it not tim e for us to go 
further under the surface of events 
and know Europe better? 
In general, our people do not 
like British policy. It is oldfashion­ 
ed, imperialistic, selfish, always 
pro-British (this is why London 
did not want Sforza, who is not 
a communist, but is a wily schem­ 
er and not pro-British.) But do we 
like Russia's policy any better? 
A fter all the British are dem ocrat­ 
ic in method, and it is possible to 
have a revolution under their in­ 
fluence, while it is not possible 
under the Russian p a tte rn ” 
How can you settle this problem, 
I ask European authorities here. 
They say, the undergrounds of 
Europe should be granted immedi­ 
ately better representation in the 
governments 
(French, 
Belgian, 
Dutch 
as well as Italian 
and 
Greek ) But the strongest under­ 
ground 
movements 
everywhere 
were communist. They had such 
an organization before the Nazi 
invasion. Is this what we really 
w ant ? 
To get a just solution it Is first 
necessary for us to 
get 
away 
from the deceptive vagaries of dip­ 
lomatic language restrictions and 
recognize the European game for 
w hat it is. We must also go deej*r 
into m atters than our current de­ 
bate about these things is going. 
I will strive further in th a t di­ 
rection tomorrow.
